Throughout the month of July anc the first half of August 1950, Juschenescht rans’ 
business wae so slow that new speculation has arisen as to the possibile fate of 
Juschwneschtrans, Some employees believe the Soviets mey be forced to diss thye 
Juschwneschtrans and distribute its business among various Communist-cont roiled 
transport firms; others nredict that both Juschineschtrans and the DDSG will be 
amaigamated into one large enterprise which will handle all Soviet rail and 
barge shipments to and from Austria. (1) In this comraection it is reported that 
the DNSG during the same period neither received nor dispatched any barge ship- 
ments from the Vienna waterfront area,
